Alpine wrestling or swinging differs 


from other forms o' this sport, in the first 
hold being compul&orv and not voluntary, 
The wrestlers wear shart trousers Of thick 
cloth, which are survivals of the oldmoui- 
taineer peasant ccstu|me, but which are 
now put qver their otlier clothes, bnttonid 
tightly around the waist and rolled up on 
the thigh.' tP.tU10 utmost. Each wrestler 
must with his right hand take hold of the 
band of the other's wrestling trousers and 
with the left hand the roll on his oppo- 
nent's right leg. 


This position once taken, the choice lof 


hold becomes voluntary, except that eitaer 
one hand, or the other must, if holding at 
all, grasp the trousers of the opponent. No 
throw counts unless the fallen man toucLes 
the ground with both shoulders or with 
the length of his bnc)c; and if both part ea 
are incapable of .further movement fo~ a 
certain number of seconds without beipg 
thrown, it is counted a draw,! 


A CONTEST OF EXPERTS. 


At the opening of the contests two names 


are called out, and Instantly a hush of cu- 
riosity and expectation comes over Vhe 
great assemblage. 
On one, side rises a 


lithe, slender built young tiirner, and on 
the other a young peasant fpm Emmen- 
thal—a picture o' health and strength, 
with muscles and sinews like those of an 
ox.

one hand, seizes the turner around the 
' body with the other, and endeavors to roll 


him over. But it is impossible. The tur- 
ner supports himself on the ground -with 
his hands and toes and seems immovable. 


Finally the peasant lifts hjjm bodily from 


the ground and tries to throw, him. amid 
the loud cheers of his backer*, llu- no;

and he simply spins round on it like n bal- 
let dancer on one toe.
